Tendon, Dec. 19.— The nature of the 
decision which tho Turkish govern 
ment has arrived at is not known, but 
is believed to be such as to enable the 
peace conference to resume its delib 
erat ions. 
Considering that under tho terms 
of the arm istice Turkey is debarred 
from revictualling her besieged for 
tresses she has little to gain by un 
due delay. 
The growing strength of 
the m ilitary party in Constantinople, 
however, may have an unexpected in­ 
fluence on 
the development of 
the 
situation. 
The Russian premier's speech In the 
(luma, which was awaited with much 
interest, is regarded as a peaceful fae 
tor, but at the same time it is a plain 
intimation to the world that Russia 
stands firm ly behind the Balkan states 
In support of their obtaining all the 
legitimate fruits of their victory and 
therefore may be regarded somewhat 
in the light of a warning to Austria. 
The Servian government meanwhile 
i* doing its utmost to avoid needless­ 
ly provoking Austria. 
Prem ier Pa* h- 
itch, according to a Belgrade dispatch, 
has written to the editors of the lead­ 
ing newspapers urging them in the 
interests of peace to refrain from pub­ 
lishing articles provocative to Austria 
and two Belgrade papers have been 
seized for attacking Austria.
